SAN JUAN.— (By m ail.)— Efforts 
are being made by the Porto Rican 
authorities to check the use of bev­ 
erages or tonics, perfumes and lo­ 
tions containing alcohol. 
The Insu­ 
lar Theasurer. 
Jose C. 
Benedict©, 
and Dr. del Valle Carraga of the 
Health Department, recently asked 
the house of representatives to en­ 
act legislation to prevent the use 
of such concoctions as intoxicating 
drinks. 
Mr. Benedict© pointed out that it 
was legally permissible to use alco­ 
hol for industrial purposes, under 
certain regulations .so that any in­ 
dividual could prepare a formula, 
have it approved by the Treasury 
and Health Departm ent and sell it 
freely throughout the island. Theo-^ 
retlcally, 
these 
preparations 
were 
not 
for internal 
consumption and 
were very harm ful to the health, 
but in practice it had been found 
th at 
they 
were 
being 
drunk 
in 
alarm ing Quantities, he said. 
Their 
sale could not be very well stopped 
as they were permitted by law. 
“ Before 
prohibition 
went 
into 
force 
here,” 
said 
Mr. 
Benedict©, 
“ the alcohol used for industrial p u r­ 
poses in Porto Rico amounted to be­ 
tween 
7,000 
and 
9.000 
quarts 
a 
month, whereas during last March 
no less than 
52,000 
quarts 
were 
used and in April 56,000 quarts." 
There were two methods of deal­ 
ing with the question through the 
legislature, 
said 
Mr. 
Benedicto. 
E ith e r by seizing all these prepara­ 
tions which were being used as a 
drink, although m anufactured under 
insular permits, or by Increasing the 
quarterly license to m anufacturers 
to $200 instead of the $25 now' be­ 
ing proposed, which would enable 
only the larger firms to m anufac­ 
ture such preparations and would 
take them out of the reach of the 
general public.” 
Dr. del Valle informed the House 
of the m easures which had already 
been adopted to prevent the use of 
such tonics for drinking purposes. 
At first, he said wood alcohol had 
been 
introduced 
into these prepa­ 
rations. but in view of the terrible 
effects it produced, this had been 
stopped, for they would simply be 
leading those people who drank the 
preparations 
into 
total 
blindness. 
The other chemicals which had been 
introduced 
in order to m ake the 
lotions 
nauseous 
to 
the 
stomach, 
had not been successful, for means 
had been found by the people of 
filtering the liquids and otherwise 
getting rid of such ingredients. • 
It is declared that, although abso 


lute prohibition has been enforced 
in the island for a year, the police 
daily are discovering stills for the 
distillation of alcohol.

ITS HISTORY. 
The League of Women Voters was 
organized in St. Louis, March 24-29, 
1919, in connection with the 50th 
Annual Convention of he National 
American Woman Suffrage Associa­ 
tion. This Association invited women ; 
voters to attend and urged them to 
organize in commemoration of the 
50th anniversary of the first grant 
of woman suffrage in the world on 
equal tarnal with men, and of the 
50th anniversary of the organiza­ 
tion of tin first National Suffrage 
Association in the United States. 
In 1869 Wyoming led the United 
States and all the nations in the 
extension of suffrage to women. In 
1869 tw o national suffrage associ­ 
ations were formed in the United 
States, the National and the Am­ 
erican. F or twenty years these two 
associations agitated, educated and 
organized on behalf of the enfran­ 
chisement of women. 
Their 
w’ork 
frequently conflicted and the lead­ 
ers, therefore, in 1890 called a com­ 
mon convention in W ashington, D. 
' C., where the two were merged into 
the National American Woman Suf- 
I frage Association. 
It was agreed 
I that records, conventions 
and 
re­ 
ports should be continuous ai d date 
from 1869, and thai all the plans 
for forward work of both organi- 
tions be adopted by the resulting 
National American Woman Suffrage 
Association. 
The National Asscia-; 
tion had 
centered 
its 
attention 
chiefly on the amendment of the 
federal 
constitution, 
although not 
opposed to state action. The Ameri­ 
can had confined its efforts chief­ 
ly to state amendment campaigns 
and territorial legislative action al­ 
though not opposed to Federal ac­ 
tion. 
In ord* r to carry out the 
combined purpose the National Am- 
I erican Woman Suffrage Association 
, pledged itself to 
‘secure protection 
in their right to vote to the wo­ 
men citizens of the United States by 
appropriate National and State leg­ 
islation.” 
The merger was followed by a 
campaign 
for 
school 
suffrage 
through It gislatures and a renewed 
attempt to secure the passage of the 
Federal Suffrage Amendment. As a 
r e s u l t , school suffrage was granted 
la nearly all states where constitu- 
tions permitted am endment, except 
in the South. 
All state referenda 
campaigns and all legislative cam ­ 
paigns for 
partial 
suffrage 
have 
been supported by 
the 
National 
American Woman Suffrage Associa­ 
tion. while at the same time for­ 
warding » federal campaign. As the 
success of suffrage in practice and 
the growth of suffrage sentiment. 
as demonstrated by successful ref­ 
erenda 
and 
legislative 
campaign. 
hate been the chief causes of the 
now assured pormise of early sub­ 
mission ot 
the 
federal 
suffrage 
amendment, the wisdom of uniting 
’he aims of the two component o r­ 
ganizations has become increasing­ 
ly evident. 
Women are now eligible to vote 
for president in twenty-eight stat«»s; 
the passage of the federal suffrage 
amendment is promised by the 66th 
Congress. Early ratification is assur­ 
ed and the objects tor which the 
National Apter can Woman Suffrage 


Association has labored through a 
half century of arduous sacrifice and 
toil, are nearly secured. 
The na­ 
tural question therefore arose: Shall 
the association make plans to dis­ 
solve immediately upon ratification 
of the federal suffrage amendment 
or is there reason for continuance? 
There seemed 
abundant 
reason 
for continuance. The women voters 
were therefore invited to attend the 
St. Louis Convention, and after full 
and complete debate, the League of 
Women Voters was organized to re­ 
place the National American Wo­ 
man Suffrage Association when the 
work for which the latter “was orga­ 
nized is fully a c c o m p lish e d .

The United States Geological Survey 
announces from Washington the prob­ 
ability of another general coal short* 
age next fall and winter.

Unless steps are taken at once, the 
Survey says, to place the mines upon 
a basis of increased production there 
is every prospect of a repetition to 
some degree of the situation that pre­ 
vailed in the United States during the 
winter of 1P17-18. 
The only way production can be stim­ 
ulated at the present time, It Is said, Is 
by placing orders with the mines* for 
coal which will be needed later on. 
“Production during the first five months 
of the year," reads tile statement, “fell 
57,202,(MHI net tons, or approximately 
25% below production during the first 
five months of 1018. Mines are produc­ 
ing coal now st tile rate of from 8,000.- 
000 to 8.500,000 tons a week. An aver­ 
age output of 10,7<K).000 tons a week 
must be maintained from June I to 
January I next lf the country’s esti­ 
mated needs of 500,000,000 tons this 
year are to be met.” 


Evil of Delayed Orders. 
At no time during this year has the 
rate of production approached the re­ 
quired tonnage. 
The tendency on the 
part of buyers to bold off placing their 
orders is limiting production, us the 
mines cannot store coal at the point of 
production, and 
when the rush of 
orders for the winter’s needs comes 
next fall there Is grave danger that 
the mines, with depleted labor forces 
and the probability of less adequate 
transportation, will be unable to meet 
tile demands. The result of such a sit­ 
uation would be an insufficient supply 
for tile requirements of domestic con­ 
sumers, public utilities and Industrial 
users generally. 
“It is believed that requirements for 
this year,” reads a Survey statement 
to Fuel Administrator Garfield, “will 
be Rbout 530,000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal, of which approximately 30.000,000 
tons have been used from stocks accu­ 
mulated last year, leaving 500.000 OOO 
tons to be produced,

(XX) tons 178,000.000 tons were produc­ 
ed during the first five months, leaving 
322,000/(00 tons to be produced In the! 
remaining 30 weeks, or un average of I 


By the Associated Press 
LANSING, Mich., June 27.— The 
Michigan state legislature provided 
the legal machinery for bonding the 
commonwealth and raising $50,000- 
000 for highway improvement and 
maintenance at the 
extra 
session 
just closed. Twenty-six 
new 
laws 
were enacted. In addition the na­ 
tional suffrage resolution was rati­ 
fied, and appointment of a commis­ 
sion to investigate feasibility of a 
lakes-to-ocean 
deep waterway was 
authorized. 
The highway laws create a high­ 
way improvement loan hoard to is­ 
sue the $50,000,000 bonds. No more 
than $5,000,000 may be issued in 
any one year. Bonds must be issued 
at not less than par. They will bear 
5 per cent interest and m ature from 
five to 30 years from date of issue. 
Appropriation of $5,171,550 for the 
highway departm ent, to start the 
.big road improvement program, was 
made for the coming two years. Of 
this amount 
$2,250,000 
will 
be 
used in paying county awards. The 
highway departm ent was reorganiz­ 
ed, to be headed by an elected com­ 
missioner with a salary of $7,500 
a year. 
The legislature also made illeg­ 
al any surcharge on insurance prem­ 
iums over the regularly rated prem­ 
ium; reduced minimum punishment 
possible under the new liquor laws 
from six months in state prison to 
30 days in county jail; and created 
a commission to investigate the Wis- 
consin-Michigan boundary dispute. 


ARMENIAN RELIEF RHI VE 
TO BE ORGANIZED HERE 


Mr. R. B. Butts, 
of 
Muskogee, 
representing the national campaign 
committee of the Armenian commit­ 
tee for relief in the near east in the 
capacity of vice state 
director, 
is 
in Ada today in the interest of the 
work of forming a county organiza­ 
tion for Pontotoc county. 
Mr. Butts states that the national 
quota was thirty million dollars and 
that Oklahom a’s quota was $330,- 
000. Pontotoc county’s quota was 
$2,500, practically none of which 
has been raised for the reason that 
this is one of four counties in the 
state which has never been orga­ 
nized. 
The state is yet $4 8,000 short and 
Mr. Butts states that the leaders of 
the movement in Oklahoma are very 
anxious to make up this shortage 
as rapidly as possible.
